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Chronicle-Herald 
lays off 23 staff 

newspaper The Chronicle- 
Herald is laying off a quar¬ 
ter of its editorial staff. 

Yesterday afternoon, 23 
newsroom employees 
were given what the com¬ 
pany called “redundancy 
notices.” That triggers a 
45-day period in which 
other employees could 
choose to take buyout 
packages. 

There are about 100 peo¬ 
ple in the newsroom. The 
paper’s owners, the Den¬ 
nis family, had previously 
announced they wanted to 
cut more than $1 million 
in expenses, citing a 
decline in advertising. 

Neither management 
nor union representatives 
returned phone calls by

Blame rains down

The Halifax Rainmen 
shook things up yesterday, 
firing head coach Rick 
Lewis in a bid to make the 
playoffs. 

Lewis had guided the 
Rainmen to a 6-5 record 
this season, third in the 
Premier Basketball 

League’s Atlantic Confer¬ 
ence. But placing first in 
the conference is the only 
way to guarantee a playoff 
spot, and there are only 
nine games remaining. 

Owner Andre Levingston 
said the team has under- 
performed. 

“I’m not getting results 
and something has to be 
done about it,” he said. 
“Our basketball team is too 


talented to be 6-5.” 

Assistant coach Shannon 
Hansen will take over 
Lewis’s duties on an inter¬ 
im basis, but Levingston 
said he hopes to have a 
permanent replacement 
named by tomorrow. 

Lewis generated plenty 
of public controversy after 
the Rainmen started the 
season 3-0. 

He benched Eric Croolc- 
shanlc for half a game on 
Jan. 11, a move that led to 
the star forward’s season- 
long suspension. 

He also benched all-pur¬ 
pose forward Cordell Jean- 


ty for the entire game on 
Sunday. 

Croolcshanlc and re¬ 
leased guard SirValiant 
Brown both publicly criti¬ 
cized Lewis’s coaching tac¬ 
tics, and the Rainmen fol¬ 
lowed their perfect start 
with five losses in eight 
games. 

Lewis’s decision to 
bench Croolcshanlc and 
Jeanty did not appear to 
factor into his firing, as 
Levingston said, “Coaches 
don’t bench players ... 
Players bench players.” 

Levingston said he wants 
to see more movement on 


offence, more defensive 
tenacity, and smarter in¬ 
game adjustments. But his 
biggest beef with Lewis 
was game preparation. 

“I didn’t feel this team 
was prepared enough to go 
to war in big games,” Lev¬ 
ingston said. “That falls on 
coaching.” 

Levingston said the play¬ 
ers “embraced” the move. 

“They wanted to hear an¬ 
other voice, for someone 
to prepare them to con¬ 
tend for a championship,” 
he said. 

Levingston ruled out tak¬ 
ing over Lewis’ duties him¬ 
self, saying he “couldn’t 
mix” ownership and 
coaching. 

The Rainmen also an¬ 
nounced late yesterday 
they had released little- 
used guard Rodney Mayes.

In the aftermath of the 
firing of head coach Rick 
Lewis, Rainmen owner An¬ 
dre Levingston significant¬ 
ly softened his stance on 
Croolcshanlc’s season-long 
suspension.

ingston said, adding that 
his

Levingston said the only 
way Croolcshanlc can be re¬ 
instated is for him to

learned his lesson,” he 
said. 

Levingston made a point 
of saying Croolcshanlc’s 
suspension was his 
decision, not Lewis’, and 
that a reinstatement 
would be his decision, not 
the new head coach’s.

Transit incentive on hold; report 
suggests more paid parking

HRM council yesterday 
looked at ways to cut the 
flow of cars into down¬ 
town Halifax. But plans to 
extend a program where 
companies discount bus 
passes for their employees 
remains stuck in neutral. 

The Eco-Pass, or E-Pass, 
has been a pilot program 
since 2007. Employees at 
participating companies get 
10 or 15 per cent off the 
price of a bus pass, with the 
companies and Metro Tran¬ 
sit splitting the cost of the 
discount. 

But Metro Transit isn’t 
ready to offer it to every¬ 
body. 

“We have a number of 
other priorities,” Metro Tran¬ 
sit spokeswoman Lori Patter¬ 
son said yesterday. “The pi¬ 
lot program has met with 
some success. It’s certainly a 
good idea, but the problem

is capacity issues on the bus. 
Before we can expand our 
service any more, we have to 
build a new garage.” 

Jen Powley of the Ecology 
Action Centre finds the de¬ 
lay frustrating. She co-ordi¬ 
nates the E-Pass from the 
centre, and gets at least a call 


a week from employers hop¬ 
ing to join up, only to have 
to turn them away. 

“It’s frustrating when 
there are people who want 
this service and you have to 
(turn them away),” she said. 

Powley said the group 
has been told the program 
will expand by 2010, but 
Metro Transit wouldn’t 
confirm that. 

A report on HRM’s park¬ 
ing strategy submitted to 
council yesterday found 78 
per cent of Halifax com¬ 
muters travel by car and in 
68 per cent of the cars there 
is no one but the driver. The 
study identified “free” park¬ 
ing as a big factor. When 
company lots are consid¬ 
ered, 40 per cent of parking 
is free to the downtown 
user. The study found 29 
per cent of drivers would 
hop on the bus if they had 
to pay to park and recom¬ 
mended the city use its 
parking strategy to discour¬ 
age lone commuters.

Halifax’s new world trade 
and convention centre is 
set to be built on the site 
of the former Halifax Her¬ 
ald building. 

Yesterday, the province 
confirmed rumours that 
Rank Group, which pro¬ 
poses using its Argyle 
Street property, beat out 
the Hardman Group, 
which wanted to redevelop 
the Cogswell Interchange. 

Premier Rodney 
MacDonald said the new 
centre would mean big 
money for Halifax: “It will 
be very beneficial to the 
province as a whole, and 
that’s not even taking into 
account the economic 
spinoff from con¬ 
struction.” 

He said there was a ceil¬ 
ing as to how much the 
taxpayers will contribute, 
but wouldn’t put a dollar 
figure on it. Mayor Peter 
Kelly likewise supported 
the decision, but the Hard¬ 
man Group said it was a 
missed opportunity. 

“The Cogswell proposal 
for a new World Trade and 
Convention Centre would 
have been the better 
option,” said vice- 
president Colin 
Whitcomb. “The Cogswell 
Interchange ties up 16.5 
acres of public lands and a 
new centre was the impe¬ 
tus needed to remove the 
interchange and reclaim 
the lands.” 

The new convention 
centre will be located in 
downtown Halifax, with 
150,000 square feet of 
meeting space. The Rank 
Group will now submit a 
detailed proposal and cost 
estimate.

Storms 
cut into 
budget

Yesterday’s massive storm 
will push Halifax closer to 
running out of snow- 
removal money. 

Mayor Peter Kelly 
estimates a storm of this 
magnitude will cost 
between $750,000 and $1 
million to clear the snow 
and ice. Before yesterday, a 
series of storms had 
already cost the city $11.4 
million this winter. 

That will put Halifax in 
a tight spot to get through 
the next two months. The 
city has a snow-removal 
budget of $16.5 million, 
plus $2.5 million more in 
reserve. 

“If it stays on par with 
last year, we might be over 
budget by a million or so,” 
said Kelly. “If the snow 
stops and slows down for a 
bit we might just make it 
through. If there are more 
extraordinary storms then 
we’ll have to respond.” 

HRM is actually in a bet¬ 
ter spot financially this 
year than it was at the 
same time last year. But 
last year it ended up going 
$4 million over budget. 

Kelly said if that 
happens again this year, 
the city will have to cut 
from other sectors to stay 
out of deficit.

Double standard? 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s prescription for 
lifting Canada out of reces¬ 
sion — a $40-billion stimu¬ 
lus package — has passed 
a key political test, 
prolonging the life of his 
minority government and 
sending federal coffers 
deep into deficit. 

The budget passed last 
night in a 211-91 vote, 
thanks to the grudging sup¬ 
port of the Liberals who 
backed the Conservatives 
against the opposition of 
New Democrats and the 
Bloc Quebecois. 

Liberal Leader Michael Ig- 
natieff was reluctant to 
force an election in the face 
of economic downturn. In¬ 
stead, he has warned that 
the Conservatives are on 
“probation” and is demand¬ 
ing regular progress reports 
on the status of the stimu¬ 
lus package as a condition 
of his continuing support. 


• Bloc Quebecois Leader 
Gilles Duceppe last night ac¬ 
cused Michael Ignatieff of a 
“double standard,” noting 


But six Liberal MPs from 
Newfoundland and Labrador 
broke ranks with their party 
and opposed the budget, 
charging that it short¬ 
changes their province by 
more than $1 billion. 

Their mini-revolt posed 
the first test to Ignatieff’s 
fledgling leadership. How¬ 
ever, before the vote, Ignati¬ 
eff struck a compromise, 
saying he would permit the 
MPs a “one-time” show of 
protest after four of them 
vowed to oppose it anyway. 

“I decided to permit them 
in the budget vote ... a one¬ 
time vote of protest to sig¬ 
nal their displeasure and 


that Quebec has voiced simi¬ 
lar complaints about federal 
funding cuts yet no Quebec 
Liberal opposed the budget. 


my displeasure at these uni¬ 
lateral actions which in my 
view weaken our federa¬ 
tion,” Ignatieff said, ruling 
out disciplinary measures 
against the MPs.

Ignatieff said he twice 
asked Harper to “pause” the 
changes to provincial fund¬ 
ing to give time to resolve 
Newfoundland’s com¬ 
plaints.

Father of woman defies Italian government 


The father of an Italian 
woman who has been in a 
coma for 17 years defied 
the Vatican and Italy’s cen¬ 
tre-right government yes¬ 
terday, moving her to a 
private clinic where a 
feeding tube keeping her 
alive will be removed. 

Eluana Englaro, 38, has 
been in a vegetative state 
since a 1992 car crash. 
Italy’s top court ruled last 
year that she can be al¬ 
lowed to die but the deci¬ 
sion was contested by 
politicians and split public 


opinion in the mainly 
Catholic country. 

Early yes¬ 
terday, the 
woman was 
taken by 
ambulance 
to a hospice 
in the 
northern 
city of 
Udine, the 
only one in 
Italy that 
has agreed to stop feeding 
her. 

The government says 


that removing the feeding 
tube amounts to euthana¬ 
sia, which is illegal. 

Eluana’s father, Beppino 
Englaro, has battled his 
way through Italy’s courts 
for more than 10 years to 
allow his daughter to die. 

In November, the coun¬ 
try’s top court ruled in his 
favour, rejecting an appeal 
against a previous ruling 
by a lower tribunal, which, 
for the first time in Italy, 
had allowed him to discon¬ 
nect the feeding tube.

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Budgeting backwards 

Stimulus lacks investment where most women work

s the dust settles 
after the much- 
anticipated deliv¬ 
ery of budget 
2009, one trou¬ 
bling feature is emerging: 
Despite the fact that 
women constitute 47.4 per 
cent — almost half — of the 
national workforce, the 
vast majority of the billions 
of stimulus dollars targeted 
for job creation favours 
men. And the margin is 
huge — whether in hous¬ 
ing, construction, forestiy, 
autos or manufacturing. 

But it’s not just women 
who should be concerned: 
By failing to address the 
worst economic crisis in 
decades within a fair and 
equitable framework, the 
budget illustrates a serious 
lack of forward-thinking at 
a time when we need to re¬ 
structure the Canadian 


economy around industries 
based on innovative techno¬ 
logical advances and our vi¬ 
brant service sectors — ma¬ 
jor employers of women. 

Budget 2009 has been 
called eveiything from “his¬ 
toric” to “inadequate” to 
“excessive” to “the end of 
conservatism.” It is none of 
these things. It is vintage 
Stephen Harper: A mish¬ 
mash of mainly short-term 
job creation and credit-eas¬ 
ing initiatives aimed at 
holding onto power and re¬ 
sponding to the most basic 
expectations of frustrated 
Canadians who most cer¬ 
tainly did not 
want an elec¬ 
tion or a 
repetition 
of the pre- 
Christmas 
hysterics.

Yet our social infrastruc¬ 
ture — underpinning our 
all-important service sector 
where the vast majority of 
women (and Canadians) 
work — requires just as 
much attention as our de¬ 
caying physical infrastruc¬ 
ture. At a min¬ 
imum, 
nificant 
new long¬ 
term pub¬ 
lic invest¬ 
ment is re¬ 
quired in 
scien¬ 
tific 
inno¬ 
va- 





tion and basic research, in 
education at all levels, in 
child care, geriatric care, 
community and social serv¬ 
ices. This will go far to sup¬ 
port our most important 
national asset — our hu¬ 
man capital — and ensure 
that we pull out of this cri¬ 
sis with a greener, more 
sustainable economy, and 
an educated, more produc¬ 
tive workforce employed in 
21st-century industries. 
Moreover, investing in 
women is smart economics 
according to participants at 
the recent World Economic 
Forum in Davos, Switzer¬ 
land, from Nilce’s chief ex¬ 
ecutive, to the head of 
UNICEF, to Melinda Gates. 
This holds true as much for 
developed countries like 
Canada as it does for devel¬ 
oping countries. 

Let us hope the women of 
Canada, who represent not 
only half the workforce but 
also half of the electorate, 
remember the inadequa¬ 
cies of this budget and this 
government, at the next 
election.

Study shows offspring can 
inherit mother's experience 


Mothers can pass along 
their experiences to their 
children without even try¬ 
ing, reported a study that 
showed baby mice could in¬ 
herit the benefits of “educa¬ 
tion” their mothers received 
before becoming pregnant. 

The study showed inheri¬ 
tance can go beyond classic 
genetic theories. Research¬ 
ers found young mice raised 
in an enriched environment 
— with toys and other stim¬ 
ulation — passed the learn¬ 
ing benefits to pups they 
had after they grew up. The 


stimulated mothers did not 
simply have better parent¬ 
ing skills, as pups swapped 
at birth still learned better if 
their biological mothers — 
but not foster parents — 
were raised with extra toys. 

“This is a protective 
mechanism a mother passes 
on to her offspring,” said 
Lany Feig, who helped lead 
the study. “The mother is 
changed for months. Her 
brain is changed so that 
when she is old enough to 
get pregnant, the effect is 
still there.” reuters

Mutual funds 
off to rocky 
RRSP start 


Credit card debts 
weigh on issuers 

Credit card losses could hit $8ooM 


investing The mutual fund 
industry may be off to a 
rocky start for the 
registered retirement sav¬ 
ings plan season. 

The Investment Funds 
Institute of Canada 
estimates that mutual 
fund sales were between 
$660 million and $1.16 bil¬ 
lion in January. 

The figures show that 
money market funds, 
short-term investments 
that investors typically 
hold for about 10 months, 
comprised the bulk of 
sales for January. 

Investors, however, still 
seem to be pulling money 
out of long-term mutual 
funds, though at a slower 
rate than they have been 
in previous months.

Amid fresh evidence cash- 
strapped Canadian 
consumers are taking 
longer to pay off their 
credit cards, another ma¬ 
jor financial institution 
has moved to tighten up 
its lending practices.

The change comes as a 
new report by Deloitte & 


Touche projects credit card 
losses in Canada could 
climb by as much as $800 
million this year if present 
trends continue. 

Canadians’ debt-to- 
disposable income ratio, 
now at 130 per cent, ex¬ 
ceeds U.S levels, a Deloitte 
partner noted, while the 
value of all outstanding 
card balances has climbed 
40 per cent since 2004. 

Meanwhile, a slowing 
economy and rising job 
losses mean more con¬ 
sumers are taking longer 
to pay off their debt, rais¬ 
ing the risk of defaults to 
lenders when missed pay¬ 
ments turn into deliquin- 
cies, the Deloitte rep said.

Frugal Chevy hatchback doesn't skimp out on style

The 2009 Aveo (sedan) and 
Aveos (five-door 
hatchback) have a new ex¬ 
terior design, with swoopy 
body lines cutting across 
the body. I prefer the 
hatchback with its squared 
off back end and larger 
cargo space. Compact out¬ 
side, with only a 3,938 mm 
overall length, there is 
good room inside for four 
large adults and cargo. 

The 60/40 split rear seat 
folds and tumbles forward 
to provide 1190 litres of 
cargo room, which is prac¬ 
tical and useful. 

Outside, the new front 
end shows the Chevy family 
resemblance similar to the 
new Malibu, with a smaller 
grille above the bumper and 
a large air intake below the 
bumper. Large lights front 
and rear stand out on the 
Aveo5 and the front fog 
lights add a sporty touch. 
The small grilles on the 
front fenders just in front of 
the doors look like an after¬ 
thought but seem to be the 
“in thing” with many new 
vehicles. 

Inside, the two-tone cloth 
seats look nice and fit me 
well. The same cloth is used 
as inserts on the door pan¬ 


els and it is a nice touch in a 
price range where you 
would expect all plastic. 

The interior styling is 
new, with bright trim on 
the doors, dash and steering 
wheel that complement 
each other. The round 
gauges are large and easy to 
read, and our car came with 
air conditioning and an op¬ 
tional automatic transmis¬ 
sion. A five-speed manual 
gearbox is standard equip¬ 
ment. Above the driver’s 
door, there is a spring- 
loaded case for handy ac¬ 


cess to those sunglasses. 

The Aveo5 is available in 
LS and LT trim. We tested 
the upper LT trim level. 
The corporate GM radio fits 
nicely into the dash and 
our car had optional XM 
satellite radio as well as 
GM’s OnStar (standard on 
LT models). Other new fea¬ 
tures include variable inter¬ 
mittent wipers and oil life 
monitoring system, so you 
can save some mainte¬ 
nance money by getting oil 
changes only when needed. 

The seating position is 


good for even a tall driver 
and visibility is good in all 
directions. 

The car’s small size 
makes it easy to slip into 
tight parking spots. The 
steering is light and re¬ 
sponsive and the low 1,160 
kg weight of the car helps 
with the handling. Fifteen- 
inch tires are optional, as 
are alloy wheels, but our 
car came with 14-inch tires 
and steel wheels with hub¬ 
caps to keep costs down. 

An all new 1.6 litre Ecotec 
four cylinder engine powers 


the ’09 Aveo models. With 
variable valve timing, the 
engine puts out 105 horse¬ 
power. 

This number isn’t large, 
but it moves the Aveo5 
smartly away from a stop or 
when passing on the high¬ 
way. You don’t need as much 
horsepower if you can keep 
the weight down. Fuel econ¬ 
omy is also excellent, with 
up to a 10 per cent improve¬ 
ment from last year’s model. 
It is now rated at 5.8 L/100 
km on the highway.

Dream of flying cars? 

They may soon come true

For years inventors have 
been looking for a way to 
get cars in the air. 

Recently, the Parajet Sky- 
car made its maiden voyage 
from London to Tim¬ 


buktu, and its inventors are 
claiming that it’s the first 
flying car to take to the 
road — and the air. 

Hailed as the first two- 
seater, high-performance, 
road legal, bio-fuelled fly¬ 
ing car, the Skycar is really 
an off-road buggy with a 


“wing” that turns it into a 
glider. Still, apparently it 
can reach O-lOOlcph in 4.5 
seconds, and in “fly mode” 
gets up to llOlcm/h at an 
altitude of 3,000 feet, so it 
will be indispensable for 
hopping over the Sahara. 
This is only a prototype but 
you can still buy a slice of 
the future from Parajet — 
they also sell personal jet 
packs (parajet.com). 

Really what you want a 
flying car to be is a roadwor¬ 
thy contraption that un¬ 
furls like a Transformer to 


become an aircraft that 
takes off from tiny local air¬ 
ports. Moller International 
has been trying to get their 
skycar off the ground for 
years (moller.com). They’re 
still testing their 8-engine 
“vertical takeoff and land¬ 
ing vehicle” (VTOL), the 
M400, which looks like a 
folding light aircraft. 

Moller claims the car can 
take off from just 10 metres 
squared and cover more 
than 1,200 km. Still at pro¬ 
totype stage, they hope to 
launch later this year.

The three-wheel Pal-V —

You’ll 
need a Sport Pilot licence 
as well as your driver’s li¬ 
cence for this drivable 
plane. 

It’s still being tested but 
expect to pay $194,000 US 
to be one of the first to

in Tofino, B.C., 
then catch waves, 
whale watch and 
chill in the hot 
springs. Tla-ook Cultural 
Adventures offers a variety 
of tours, from black bear 
watching to wild salmon 
barbecues and sunset pad¬ 
dles to groceiy walks on 
Meares Island. 

Eager to find out about 
West Coast flora and fauna, 
I signed up for a trip to 
Meares Island. This four- 
hour excursion has tourists 
foraging for food and learn¬ 
ing about edible roots, 
shoots and berries from a 
First Nations perspective. 

Around these parts, the 
tides determine tourist ac¬ 
tivities. For this adventure, 
low tide is best, so before 
paddling through Clay- 
oquot Sound in a tradition¬ 
al hand-carved canoe, my

guide Gisele Martin and I 
had to wait for 
Once the tide was low 
enough, we headed out to 
Meares Island, home to 
Tofino’s water source and a 
10,000-year old forest. It’s a 
rugged patch of coastal 
temporal rainforest that’s 


been left relatively un¬ 
touched, except for a pro¬ 
tective boardwalk called 
the Big Tree Trail. This path 
of wooden planks weaves 
through the old growth for¬ 
est of massive western red 
cedar trees. 

Once on the island, visi¬ 
tors are introduced to a va¬ 
riety of plants traditionally 
used by the First Nations 
people. Licorice root saved 
European sailors from 
scurvy, while skunk cab¬ 
bage’s fragrant flower was 


in B.C. 

helpful when cleaning and 
gutting fish. 

Rooting through a patch 
of shrubbery, Gisele 
plucked a handful of fiddle- 
heads. Eat these fronds raw 
and they can cause a vita¬ 
min C deficiency in your 
body, but fry them with a 
little butter and they’re a 
perfect addition to any 
grilled cheese sandwich. 
“The forest is a grocery 
store,” she explained. 
“There’s tons of food but 
you just have to know 
where to look.” 

Many tourists have a 
hard time recognizing the 
subtle differences between 
plants and, while some are 
suitable for eating, others 
are poisonous. “The Banana 
slug is one thing you defi¬ 
nitely shouldn’t eat,” Gisele 
explained. These slimy 
creatures aren’t the least 
bit tasty and will even 
cause your lips to go numb. 
They are, however, excel¬ 
lent weathermen. If you 
spot them in the open air, 
basking on tree leaves, 
you’re sure to know that 
rain is on the way.

This scene from 
Cameron Crowe’s Say Any¬ 
thing is so romantic it im¬ 
mediately melted hearts 
across the continent; but 
it’s also just a touch unre¬ 
alistic. Any woman who’s 
been waiting since 1989 
for her knight in shining 
armour to come along and 
pull this stunt, might be 
waiting a very long time. 

But, some experts warn 
romantic comedies can 
create unrealistic expecta¬ 
tions for relationships. 


Kateryna Spiwalc, a 
Toronto-based dating 
coach, says flicks like this 
usually end up with the 
couple living “happily ever 
after” and suggest that no 
more work is required to 
maintain the relationship 

— that love conquers all. 

“And that a couple in 

love won’t encounter any 
problems in their relation¬ 
ship,” she said. 

There’s also the sugges¬ 
tion that there’s such 
thing as “the perfect man” 

— someone who will ef¬ 
fortlessly meet all your 
needs simply by virtue of 
being with you, she said. 

Referencing this Friday’s 
movie release He’s Just Not 
That Into You, based on 
bestselling self-help book of 
the same name, Spiwalc 
said it’s good for women 
(and men) to know some of 
the signs of a bad relation¬ 
ship, but it’s also important 
to remember that eveiy sit¬ 
uation is different and not 
to follow anyone’s “rules” 
too strictly. Just don’t fall in¬ 
to the trap of thinking 
you’re going to just find the 
“perfect” person and not 
have to work at it, she said. 

Researchers at Heriot 
Watt University in Scot¬ 
land had similar views on 
romantic comedies in a re¬ 
cent study that showed 
how “rom-coms” can spoil 
real-life relationships. 

Echoing Spiwalc’s 

thoughts, Dr. Bjorne 
Holmes, director of re¬ 
search at the school’s fami¬ 
ly and personal relation¬ 
ships lab, said people who 
watch romantic comedies 
are mistakenly led to be¬ 
lieve that the “right” per¬ 
son will come along and 
know exactly what you 
want without having to 
ask.

IT'S KIND OF OBVIOUS: You

I grew up in a neighbour¬ 
hood where women like 
my mother had their hair 
tuned up monthly in beau¬ 
ty parlours that were often 
in the front rooms of 
someone’s house, and 
have vivid memories of 
squirming on the couch 
reading women’s 
magazines, inhaling 
fumes from the hair dye 
and perm chemicals and 
trying to puzzle out the of¬ 
ten tense, loaded dialogue 
passing between the hair¬ 
dressers and customers. 

The staff and clientele at 
Vancouver’s Chop Shop 
might sport tattoos and 
Mohawks, but the atmos¬ 
phere is familiar enough, 
at least after viewing a cou¬ 
ple of episodes of the 
eponymous reality TV se¬ 
ries debuting tonight on 
Slice. 


Chop Shop co-owner and 
de facto star of the series 
Daniel Hudon says that the 
producers began approach¬ 
ing him over two years ago 
with the show, and that 
he’d said no at first, before 
consenting to a pilot 
episode that he’d forgotten 
about until they came back 
with a series order from 
Slice. 

“The type of people that 
we are,” Hudon says, “I 
don’t have cable and a lot 
of my staff don’t have ca¬ 
ble, so when you say ‘reali¬ 
ty TV show’ it can be a 
dirty, filthy word, right? I 
just really wanted to make 
sure that we were repre¬ 
senting what we believed 
in, on a business perspec¬ 
tive especially.” 

Superficially, the series 
is modelled on “extreme 
workplace” shows like L.A. 
Ink or American Chopper, 
but in a larger sense it’s 
part of an ongoing fascina¬ 
tion TV viewers have with 


the relationships we’re 
forced to have daily with 
people who aren’t neces¬ 
sarily our family and 
friends, a trait shared by 
shows as different as The 
Office, Ugly Betty and Lost. 
Who hasn’t, after all, felt 
as stranded at their job as 
they would on a desert is¬ 
land? 

The dramas on Chop 
Shop are small but easy to 
grasp — the first two 
episodes of the show deal 
with the anxiety surround¬ 
ing a new hiring at the 
close-knit shop, and the at¬ 


tempts by stylists to get a 
date for the workaholic 
Hudon. 

Director Ziad Touma says 
that his biggest challenge 
was getting the staff to 
trust him and his crew, 
and to relax around the 
cameras and microphones. 

“Just imagine the nar¬ 
rowness of this shop,” 
Touma says, “with the 
camera and the boom op¬ 
erator, following hair¬ 
dressers who are already 
working elbow to elbow, 
with mirrors all around 
you can always see the 


crew and me behind the 
camera, plus blow dryers 
and sinks and then 
clients.” 

“These are not actors, 
these are real hairdressers, 
and we were in their face 
for three or four days a 
week for six months, so 
you get to learn about 


them and the relationships 
and dynamics, and when 
I’m at work or at a lunch 
break with one of them, 
it’s really about fitting in. 

“I had to be a Chopper, 
and they could tell me any¬ 
thing, although they knew 
I might use it as a story¬ 
line.”
